I need help turning off my motor - man am I tired, I can't even think of 
another way to say that 3:50am I need sleep! 


To see the problem I am having go to:

Here is the text from that URL (in case you only have email, the webite 
has a schematic): 


What I am trying to do is turn off the load (a motor) 
when the supply voltage drops below a set point. I am 
using the IRF510 as the switch, and the MC34164P-3 

as the comparator to shut off the load. Voltage divider 
A is set so that when the supply voltage drops below 

10.5 volts there is 2.74 volts at "A". The resistor R3 is 
the pull-up to turn the MOSFET on. The resistor R4 is 

not always needed - I've made it work with it there and 
without it there. 


Now the problem. For some reason, when the mosfet is 
on, I read a higher voltage at "A" than when the 

MOSFET is off. The MC34164P-3 is a special voltage 
comparator that is very precise - it switches state at 
2.74 volts drawing the gate of the MOSFET to ground (I 
mean at 2.74 volts period - only the LM339 was more 
precise, but it caused oscillation due to other stuff in 
the circuit - long story!!). I have remove the 
comparator from the circuit to prove that the voltage 
was coming thru it, and it is. In past itinerations of 
this thing I have sat there and replaced resistors in 
both voltage dividers until I got a working balance. It 
isn't working that way now. I don't know what to do, I 
am baffled. If you can help email me : Scott Also, I am 
very busy and way behind on more than a few other 
projects, so it would be good to hear from people that 
have worked on this type of thing. 


I was supposed to deliver 6 proto-type boards Sunday 
night - not. They want to leave for spring training on 
Tuesday. I stayed up all night Friday to get some 

morse code oscillator kits together that we had kids 
assemble at the Puyallup hamfest on Saturday. They 

were a hit. My 12 year old son and my employee helped 
13 kids put together the kits. I took a 2 hour nap when 
we got back and then finished assembling these boards 
only to find out that they hate me. Now I am very tired 
and braindead. I have been working on this trying to 
nail down the problem - add diodes - not, lower driving 
voltage on MOSFET (change divider "B" values) - not, 
nothing - arg! HELP 


More probably not related stuff: there is a battery 
charger on this board (working per spec), and also the 
divider for the sense on the comparator really has 3 
resistors, the first tap goes to the same basic circuit as 
shown here, but the load is an LED set by the divider 
to turn it on when the supply drops below 11.2 volts. I 
was thinking while typing this line and thought that 
maybe the voltage was feeding thru the LED and its 
resistor, so, I just cut that resistor - absolutely no 
change - the voltage is feeding back thru the 
MC3164P-3. 


More more stuff - this is not the first set of these 
boards - the first ones worked fine, but now we want 
more bells and whistles of course... Look here Look 
here

What Dave is saying is correct. There is no real QSK and there is no VOX 
in the Yaesu FT-847. 


For CW operation, the manual calls semi break-in "pseudo-VOX". You can 
adjust the recovery time from 10 to 300 ms. 


Here's what the manual sez in the CW Transmission section: 


"Although the FT-847 was not designed for 'full QSK' operation, the minimum 
setting of Menu #9 (10 ms) will be very close to full break-in performance." 


You decide! 


At 10 ms, the relay chatters too much. I use a delay setting that works 
for me. By changing up my sending speed, I can let the relay drop out and 
hear the sending station in the case of things like Fox hunting. 


Works for me for CW and I'm not’ much for SSB operation anyway except on 6 
meters and satellites and such where VOX is not all that much help. 
Otherwise, I find the FT-847 to be a fine mid-priced multi-band transceiver 
with good DSP filters and full duplex satellite capability. And it gets 
down to about 3 W for QRP operation.

So they 
convert to an audio ("baseband") IF and do the 
business from there. You could make a PSK modem 

that worked directly at RF, but it would be far 
easier to convert to an IF and process from there, 
at least on reception. For transmit, feed the shaped 
bit stream to a balanced modulator and have fun.

Another thing about my circuit, the MC34164P-3 has hysteris built in, 
yes I know batteries bouy back up after voltage is removed. I've dealt 
with all of that. The solution has beed to tweak divider "B" until the 
the MOSFET turns on happily (no reduction in current to motor), and then 
tweak the sense divider "A" until the thing turns off at the right 

time. The problem now is that when I do that there is not enough juice 
to turn on the MOSFET when there should be - when voltage is well above 
the divider "A" set point. 


What is happening (I have made well over 150 of these boards and they 
work fine) is that I cannot find a balance point. If I get is so that 
the divider "A" voltage is where it should be, and the drive voltage on 
the MOSFET is just right, the motor will run (after I kick start the 
MOSFET) but will not turn off and on again (when the voltages are 
right). If I kick-start the MOSFET, and let it run the circuit will 
indeed turn the load off. 


I have been thru many itenerations of this thing, the board being in the 
bottom of the box withe the LEDs on the ends of wire, the LED's now on 
the board, add a "I'm getting low" indicator light, even this basic 
board worked well before I made a change that should not have changed 
anything but for the better (I divided the charge circuit's supply from 
the comparator's supply) what put the switches on the board - side job 
from hell!! Although I am hating this thing now, I have had good 
functioning luck with it. 


I think I am going to bite the bullet and tell the customer I can't get 
it to work, I cannot invest any more time into it. I keep hoping (for 2 
years now) that they will just stop and get the thing to market. Now, 
they finally are ready and my stupid board won't work anymore. My (ex?) 
friend got me into this - what are friends for anyway? Hi Hi. 


By the way, I have a missionary friend who ministers at prisons in the 
Northwest. He is undergoing chemo therapy right now and he needs some 
help.

Hi Patrick: 


Years ago I installed an IC-735 Icom xcvr on "Passages", KA3WJW's 42-ft. 
ketch. However, instead of very expensive backstay insulators we installed a 
wire that ran through a series of standoff insulators up the mizzenmast (all 
wooden spars). At the top, we used a couple of electrician's "bugs" to link 
the vertical wire to the so-called triadic wire linking the main mast and 
the mizzen. The antenna comprised an inverted-L. 


The trick with any short end-fed is to work it against an effective ground. 
On Passages we installed a jumbo deck-mounted steatite feedthrough insulator 
and placed an Icom AH-2 automatic antenna tuner immediately below the deck. 
We then ran strips of copper, that were about four or five inches across, 
from the tuner to the nearby water tank. I also strapped the water tank to 
the ship's keel, and strapped the engine block and fuel tanks into the 
affair as well. 


It worked extremely well! 


Similarly, on our little Tanzer 7.5 "Sea-Q'" sloop AAIMI and I occasionally 
operate QRP using either an Argonaut 515 or an Index Labs rig. For an 
antenna we haul a random wire up the main mast. One end is attached to the 
bow pulpit and the top slides through an insulator as a halyard raises it 
(with a spare halyard "retriever" line attached, just in case). The antenna 
then drops down to the fiberglas deck and enters the pilothouse where the 
rig is located near the companionway hatch. The whole affair resembles an 
upside down V, and is end-fed as well. 


For a counterpoise, we connect a wire to the ship's keel, which is about 
2,000 pounds of cast iron in direct contact with the sea water. We tune it 
with an appropriate LC network (have used all different types). This affair 
also works really well also. 


I have also used a similar setup on a charter sloop in the Caribbean. On 
that boat I tapped into the ship's wiring as a "ground." It worked very well 
there too, running an Argo 509 on all bands 80 through 10 meters. 


The trick is using a good ground. On your insulated backstay, you may want 
to mount your antenna tuner at the bottom of the stay, perhaps just below 
the aft deck, and also establish a solid grounding point at that location as 


well. The wide copper strips formed very low inductance paths on Passages, 
and worked nicely even on ten meters.

I am confronted with the problem of whether to install a 500 or 250 Hz 
crystal filter in a new Icom 718. They take a 455Kz IF filter which is 
soldered in. I have heard it said ringing may be a problem with a 250 
filter when operating over 18 WPM. Personally, a 500 filter has always 
seemed too wide to me when the going got tough, but maybe the ones I used 
had wide skirts. 

So my question to the collective wisdom, should I be concerned about ringing 
and audio degradation with the 250 and go with a 500? Or is the 250 
generally better for serious CW work. While not a speed demon by any means, 
I use CW around 85%+.

Hi Ed, 


I don't know about Icoms but I have the 250Hz and a 
500HzZ in my FT-990. I never use the 500 but use the 
250Hz extensively. The 250Hz filter in the FT-990 

does NOT ring, to speak of. And if things get so 
crowded that the 250Hz isn't narrow enough, I slide the 
bandpass to one side slightly, then kick in the Notch 
to occlude the extra BW, choking things down even more. 
Then I kick in the SCAF narrowing the audio down to 50Hz. 
If I had a DSP, I'd probably kick that in too. I enjoy 
the challenge of QRM (weird, huh?) when I'm on that rig. 
I live for picking the DX CW out of our 20m phone band 
between all the distorted overprocessed kilowatt SSB. 

If nothing else, the practice will get me ready for 

all the no-code Extras that will someday clutter what 
used to be CW subbands. Woops, how'd I end up here? 

In short, go with the 250Hz.

Hi Ed, Today I have been working with and as luck has it, buying a Digital 
Signal Processor from Radio Shack of some years back. I was luck to get to 
Doc Quick and get his unit and the one I'm using belongs to Tim k50i. This 
is a small unit with some switches on front. You feed it 12 vdce and audio 
from the remote speaker or earphone jack on your radio. Hook a good 
external speacker to it and begin to work CW. 


Set the unit to CW and the bandwidth to wide. Tune in a station. 
If there is QRM turn the bandwidth to medium. If still QRM go to narrow. I 
don't know how wide narrow is but it rings a bit so it's around 200 
cycles. 


Your 455khz cw filter will cost about $125.00. And it will work no 
better than this DSP filter that cost me $45.00. And since it's external I 
will use it on my Ten Tec Argonaut too!

ALL (ALL!!) filters ring. Now that that is clear, I would like to put in 
a word for the INRAD filters. They are cleanly designed and have what 
would seem to be minimal ringing. Ringing has to do with the exact shape 
of the filter bandpass, so the amount of ringing can be tweaked somewhat 
by judicious design. 


I had a Timewave DSP599ZX box, about the best there is, and found that 
it, too rings. The MFJ and JPS units are fairly good also. All of 


these units will ring at the edges of the bandpass. The brick-wall 
filter profile will inevitably ring on both sharp edges. DSP boxes 

can do a brick-wall filter much more easily than anything else, but it 
is NOT optimal as far as ringing goes. A nice so-called Gaussian 
profile is about optimal as far as ringing goes but I am not aware 

of any DSP units that do that filter profile. 


Now on to crystal and/or mechanical filters. 

My experience is with Tentec filters. I have the full set in my OmniVI 
(1800, 400) at 9.0 MHz, (1800, 500, 250) at 6.3 MHz (IF shift module). 
The 400 Hz filter at 9.0 is the one from INRAD. I find it to sound 
better then the 500 Hz one at 6.3 and basically put it in whenever doing 
contesting. I also have found that any filter is difficult to gain much 
benefit from for a sea of very weak signals: the ringing and filter 
artifacts tend to obscure the signal. However, if the signals are loud 
(as in a serious contest) the filter trash is not an issue and a sweep 
of the filter across the two (or more) signals will definitely emphasize 
one or another and be of great use. 


Why is this all so? Well, it goes back to physics. It turns out that 
there is an analog to the Heisenberg uncertainly principle that applies 
to all complementary variables, position and velocity being the first 
one coming up in quantum physics. The pair of variables that applies in 
a filter is frequency and time. So it turns out that the product 

of delta (freq) and delta (time) is always greater than some number. 
So if your filter constrains the frequency (as in a very sharp knee in 
the bandpass), there will be a corresponding larger delta (time) which 
manifests itself as ringing. 


Another reason to NOT get an outboard DSP filter is that it will not 
be in the rig's AGC loop. In difficult situations, out of bandpass 
signals (as far as the DSP filter is concerned) will pump the AGC, 
moving the amplitude of that portion of the spectrum you are listening 
to up and down! 


I found the most useful feature of the outboard DSP was in its Noise 
Reduction function. Especially on the higher bands, it can make 

signals just pop out of the noise (atmospheric noise only, though). 

As my new rig (the OmniVI when I sold the 599ZX) has NR DSP built in and 
inside the AGC loop, I just didn't need the 599ZX anymore. BTW: I sold 
it to Dan, AE6D. 


Another filter strategy that works well is to use two filters to do 
windowing. I use the two 1800 Hz filters and by setting the IF shift 

one way or the other a variable bandwidth filter can be had. I usually 
tune to the low note side, and can drop higher stuff off the cliff. Then 
if the filtering artifacts and ringing get too bad, you simply back off 


to a relatively wider setting. I doubt that the 817 has IF shift, 
though. 


Any op with reasonably trained ears can easily pick out a signal from 
a flock of similar amplitude sigs provided they are not too close. 
50Hz or closer gets to be problematic. Or if one is many dB louder, 
the spacing req'd to separate using cerebral/mental filters goes wider 
as well. A good clean rcevr and a relatively wide bandpass (but one 
sideband!!) can be more useful than a tight ringy filter in a revr 
with lots of electronic junk coming from its innards. 


Bottom line: extremely sharp filters generally turn weak QRP signals 
into soup. Only if the signals are significantly above the noise will a 
very narrow filter help all that much. So, I would stick with the 500 Hz 
filter (or a 400 Hz if you can get it from INRAD). The FOXHUNTs sound 
like a bunch of weak mosquitoes out here on the west coast and filtering 
seldom helps. That is my experience and offering of advice.

1. twist the ends of the resistors together to parallel them. Radio shack 
has 1 w 100 ohm resistors that should be ok to use. connect one end of the 
resistors to the center of the rca plug, the other end to the outside. That 
is, each resistor should have one end on the center and the other end on the 
outside. 


2. Your power supply should do fine. Anything in the 12-14 volt range is 
good. 


3. Your recycled power cord should be fine provided (1) it fits and (2) you 
get the polarity right (+ in the center).
